CASPAR INETE. 

Vasuarina horrida, sp. nov. 

A shrub of about nine feet, in height with numerous erect, rigid 
branelilets. Whorls mostly 10—12 melons, the teeth short, dark, the 
internodes obscurely striate. Male amenta not seen. Cones rather 
small, depressed, globular, halt an inch in diameter. Bracts villous 
on the outside, very short, less than one line long, broad, euneate, 
mucronate, about half as long as the valves. Valves nearly two lines 
long, villous except the upper third, which is dark, the dorsal pro¬ 
tuberance attached about one-third of the wav from the base, 
villous, the broad part shorter than the valve, produced into a fine 
curved glabrous spine of two lines which gives the cone a bristly 
appearance. Acliene brownish-black, produced at the apex into an 
oblique membranous wing. 

Locality: jVI erred in, on sand plain. Also observed, but not 

collected, at Westonia, in similar country.

Date: November, 1920. 

Following the arrangement adopted in Bentliam’s Flora Aus- 
traliensi, s, this species falls into the section Acanlhnpitys , and lias its 
closest relatives in C. thuyoides, Mig., on the one band and in C. 
bicuxpidala, Benth., on the oilier. It resembles the former in the. 
number of teeth in the whorls, and the latter in the cones, the points 
of the dorsal protuberances, however, being- much finer. Male 
spikes aie necessary to complete the description, 'file name is in 
allusion to the bristly appearance of the cones. The type is in the 
Western Australian Government Herbarium, specimens collected at 
the same time being in the Arnold Arboretum at the Harvard 
University.

The ik'W species is so named on account ot its fringed calyx 
lobes which readily distinguish if from Ihe ol her species. Ils nearest 
al’fmily is wilh T. aaslralis, Kndl., from which ii differs in Ihe length 
of flu 1 leaves, absence. of Ihe short line recurved point (rarely want¬ 
ing' in T. ansi rnlis ), tin* cylindrical calyx lube, and the shorter and 
fringed calyx lobes. One of Ihe localities for V. ansi rails given bv 
I had ham is Mast, of New York (line). This locality obviously should 
bo Last of York.

Similar in tin* leaf to /*. nulls, and bearing' a snperlicial resem¬ 
blance lo I hat species, bid lacking 1 Ihe spreading hairs.

Solatium ilioirnm, W . V. Kilzgernld ms. A herb. (Svn. Solatium 
Vanniii/jhaniii , WA .k, non Henih.) 

This species is described in Mr. Lif/gerald's paper on The 
Hotany of Ihe K imberloys, North-West Auslralia. (I’roc. liny. Soc., 
W’.A, 111. (1017), 1208) under Hu* name of N. <'ainihnjliamii, Henih. 
This is an error. In Hu* original manuscript Ihe same description is 
given for S. (iioicinn, W.Y.K, and applies to Fitzgerald's spi'cimens 
labelled N. dioianm, Solatium 0 anninijhamii is readily distinguished 
by file inflorescence.

This orchid was growing* in the trunk of a blaekboy. It was 
previously recorded from the Stirling district in Bentham’s Flora 
Austral iensis under the name of C. fimbriata , 11. Br. This new 
locality is in the Warren District.
